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HISTORY  OF  BLM  IN  IDAHO 


The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  stems  from  the  General  Land  Office, 
established  in  1812  in  the  Treasury  Department.  In  1849  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  was  created  to  handle  domestic  affairs  and  the  Land  Office  was  trans- 
ferred to  this  Department. 

During  the  nineteenth  century  the  policy  for  the  public  lands  was 
generally  one  of  disposal.  Large  grants  of  public  land  were  made  to  the  states 
as  they  entered  the  Union  to  finance  the  fledgling  school  systems;  to  the 
railroads  as  an  Incentive  to  build  railroads  west;  and  to  veterans  as  a  bounty 
for  service  in  America's  wars.  Settlers  were  encouraged  to  develop  land  under 
the  various  Homestead  Acts.  Late  in  the  nineteenth  century  parcels  of  public 
land  were  set  aside  by  Congress  for  national  parks,  national  forests,  and 
Indian  reservations.  During  this  period  the  remaining  public  land,  or  public 
domain  as  it  was  called,  was  without  any  form  of  management  or  protection. 

In  1934  Congress  passed  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act  and  established  the 
Grazing  Service  within  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  The  Grazing  Service  was 
responsible  for  the  management  of  grazing  on  the  public  domain.  The  General 
Land  Office  remained  as  the  agency  managing  the  land  disposal  and  mineral 
laws.  In  1946,  the  General  Land  Office  and  the  Grazing  Service  were  combined 
to  form  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  with  total  management  responsibility  for 
the  public  lands. 

From  1946  until  1964,  the  Bureau's  primary  job  was  custodial  management 
of  this  land  consisting  of  about  175  million  acres  within  the  continental 
United  States  and  275  million  acres  in  Alaska.  In  1964,  the  Classification  and 
Multiple  Use  Act  passed  by  Congress  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Public  Land 
Law  Review  Commission  established  new  policy  for  the  management  of  public 
land.  The  Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act  signed  into  law  on  October 
21,  1976,  reaffirmed  this  policy  and  provided  a  congressional  mandate  for  the 
retention  of  these  lands  and  resources  by  the  Federal  government  and  for  their 
management  based  on  the  concepts  of  multiple  use  and  sustained  yield. 


LEGISLATION 


The  public  domain  land  of  the  United  States  is  managed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  under  various  laws  passed  by  Congress.  This  legislative 
authority  is  currently  undergoing  major  revision  because  of  the  passage  of  the 
Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act  of  1976.

REVENUES   AND  EXPENDITURES 

Revenues  collected  by  BLM  from  resource  management  programs  far  outweight  the 
expenditures.  The  BLM  is  one  of  the  few  agencies  in  the  Federal  government 
which  annually  produces  a  profit  from  its  operation.  Most  BLM  employees  are 
proud  of  this  record  and  feel  that  we  have  performed  a  service  that  pays  our 
way.  The  revenues  received  from  public  lands  are  divided  with  the  states  and 
counties  and  a  part  goes  to  the  U.S.  Treasury  to  pay  the  bills  of  other 
agencies.

PAYMENTS   IN  LIEU  OF  TAXES   ACT  OF   1976 


Authorized  by  the  Act  are  payments  for  certain  kinds  of  Federal  lands  desig- 
nated as  "entitlement  lands".  Idaho's  entitlement  is  for  32,554,430  of  the 
State's  local  acreage.  Payments  for  these  lands  are  determined  by  a  formula 
that  increases  monies  on  the  basis  of  population  and  reduces  monies  where 
other  land  laws  already  provide  Federal  payments  through  timber,  mineral, 
Federal  power,  grazing  or  other  programs.  The  Act  also  authorizes  payment  for 
lands  acquired  for  addition  to  the  National  Park  System  or  National  Forest 
Wilderness  Areas  after  December  30,  1970,  if  these  lands  were  subject  to  pro- 
perty taxation  prior  to  acquisition.  Local  governments  receiving  this  money 
can  use  It  for  any  governmental  purpose.  In  Idaho,  the  units  of  local  govern- 
ment  which  will   be   receiving   the   payments  are   county  governments.

The  following  laws  illustrate  the  methods  by  which  a  portion  of  the  Federal 
receipts  from  public  lands  and  federally  owned  resources,  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Idaho  BLM,  are  returned  to  the  state  and  its  counties. 

Public  Law  136  of  August  31,  1951 

Payment  to  the  State  as  the  State's  5%  share  of  net  proceeds  from 
sale  of  public  lands  and  materials  within  the  State  for  the  fiscal 
year. 

Mineral  Leasing  Act  of  February  25,  1920,  Section  35 

Return  to  the  State's  37.5%  of  bonuses,  royalties  and  rentals 
received  during  the  fiscal  year  from  minerals  (including  oil  and 
gas)  leasing  revenues.  The  Act  conditions  that  the  payments  to  the 
State  are  to  be  used  for  school  or  road  purpose. 

Taylor  Grazing  Act  of  June  29,  1934 

a.  Payment  under  Section  10  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act,  due  the  State 
as  the  State's  12.5%  share  of  monies  collected  as  grazing  fees  under 
Section  3  of  the  Act  during  the  fiscal  year. 

b.  Payment  under  Section  10  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act,  due  the  State 
as  the  State's  50%  share  of  monies  collected  as  grazing  fees  under 
Section  15  of  the  Act  during  the  fiscal  year. 


NOTE:  The  Taylor  Grazing  Act  states  the  funds  are  to  be  expended  as 
prescribed  by  the  state  Legislature  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  or 
counties  in  which  the  lands  producing  such  monies  are  located.  In 
Idaho,  the  State  Legislature  prescribes  that  the  subject  funds  are  to 
be  expended  for  range  Improvements.

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BLM  is  responsible  for  mineral  programs  on  all  Federal  lands  in  the  state, 
including  National  Forest  lands,  and  on  about  1.8  million  acres  of  private 
lands  with  reserved  minerals.  The  minerals  program  consists  of  issuing  and 
administering  permits  and  leases  under  the  Federal  leasing  laws,  the  disposal 
of  mineral  materials,  the  restoration  and  reclamation  of  lands  disturbed  by 
mining  under  these  laws,  mineral  classification  examinations  of  lands  and 
validity  determinations  of  mining  claims  under  land  disposal  conflicts, 
multiple  use  conflicts  and  mineral  patent  applications.  In  addition,  lands  and 
minerals  records  are  maintained  to  reflect  current  status.  Minerals  inventory 
data  are  compiled  and  utilized  in  the  Bureau's  planning  system  studies. 

Mineral  leasing  is  authorized  under  the  Mineral  Leasing  Act  of  1920; 
geothermal  leasing  is  authorized  under  the  Geothermal  Steam  Act  of  1970. 
Location  and  patenting  of  claims  are  authorized  under  the  General  Mining  Law 
of  1872.  Mineral  sales  are  authorized  under  the  Materials  Act  of  1947.

More  than  354,000  cattle  and  662,000  sheep  graze  the  12  million  acres  of 
public  land  In  Idaho.  The  more  than  2,400  ranchers  who  use  these  lands  paid 
1.6  million  dollars  in  grazing  fees  in  1979. 

Livestock  grazing  can  be  a  tool  for  restoring  and  maintaining  a  quality  range- 
land  environment,  and  since  it  is  the  most  universal  use  of  the  public  lands, 
grazing  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  managing  the  basic  soil  and 
water  resources.  BLM  range  conservationists  periodically  determine  the  carry- 
ing capacity  of  the  rangelands  and  livestock  grazing  is  managed  to  privide 
protection  and  improvement  for  these  lands. 

Many  grazing  allotments,  which  is  the  name  given  each  geographical  unit,  are 
managed  under  a  specific  plan  called  an  Allotment  Management  Plan  (AMP).  Where 
practical,  AMPs  use  the  principles  of  rest  and  rotation  management  to 
stabilize  the  soil  and  increase  production.  Additionally,  an  AMP  provides  a 
plan  for  development  of  needed  range  improvements  by  both  the  individual 
rancher  and  by  BLM. 

Part  of  each  annual  grazing  fee  is  returned  to  the  land  in  the  form  of  range 
improvements  which  benefit  not  only  domestic  livestock,  but  also  wildlife  and 
watershed  conditions.  The  annual  grazing  fee  for  public  lands  is  set  each  year 
and  is  based  on  the  rental  rate  for  private  grazing  lands  in  the  Western 
states.  In  1979  the  fee  was  $1.89  per  animal  unit  month  (AUM) .  An  AUM  is  the 
amount  of  forage  required  to  maintain  one  cow  or  five  sheep  for  one  month.  At 
the  date  of  this  publication  the  1980  fee  is  $2.36. 
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Wildlife  habitat  management  provides  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
wildlife  habitat  conditions  of  food,  water,  cover  and  space.  BLM  wildlife 
biologists  work  closely  in  cooperation  with  the  State  and  other  Federal 
agencies  on  a  wide  variety  of  improvement  programs.  These  include  rating 
habitat  conditions,  sponsoring  needed  research,  disseminating  information  to 
the  public  and  other  agencies  and  developing  Habitat  Management  Plans  (HMPs) 
which  describe  present  habitat  conditions  and  identify  ways  to  maintain  or 
improve  habitat. 

In  addition  to  the  major  game  animals  listed  on  the  following  page,  public 
lands  in  Idaho  support  populations  of  mourning  dove,  quail,  ducks,  geese, 
turkey,  rabbits,  squirrels,  and  many  other  small  non-game  animals.  Waters 
which  flow  through  public  lands  support  several  species  of  trout.  All  public 
lands  are  open  for  hunting  and  fishing  during  the  season  set  by  the  Idaho 
Department  of  Fish  and  Game.  A  state  license  is  required.

A  recent  item  added  to  the  BLM's  growing  responsibilities  is  the  passage  of 
Public  Law  92-195,  the  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Act.  In  response  to  the  Act,  BLM 
will  manage  wild  and  free-roaming  horses  and  burros  as  a  component  of  the 
range  ecosystem  in  conjunction  with  other  resource  values  on  the  public  lands. 
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The  BLM  manages  All, 257  acres  of  productive  forest  land  in  Idaho.  Management 
of  these  lands  has  been  largely  custodial  because  of  funds  and  manpower.  There 
is  a  capacity  for  increased  production,  but  only  through  more  intensive 
management.  As  a  basis  for  this  increased  management,  Idaho  is  one  of  a  seven 
state  area  now  being  re-inventoried;  forest  resource,  multiple-use  and 
environmental  factors  studied  and  new  forest  management  plans  will  be 
developed  for  public  review. 

Forestry  is  not  a  big  program  for  BLM  in  Idaho.  Small  timber  sales  are  held 
periodically  to  supply  the  needs  of  local  sawmills  and  as  an  aid  to  other 
management  programs.  BLM  sells  firewood  to  the  public.

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Thousands  of  people  visit  the  public  lands  each  year.  They  enjoy  sightseeing, 
picnicking,  camping,  rockhoundlng,  photography,  hiking,  off-road  vehicle 
operation,  hunting  and  fishing.  Those  public  lands  located  close  to  major 
population  centers  and  at  low  elevation  provide  almost  year-round  opportuni- 
ties for  recreation  while  keeping  resource  use  conflict  to  a  minimum.  BLM 
operates  29  developed   recreation   sites   in  Idaho. 

The  Recreation  &  Public  Purposes  Act  of  1926  authorized  transfer  by  sale  or 
lease  tracts  of  public  land  suitable  for  public  use  by  governmental  units  or 
certain  non-profit  organizations.  Typical  uses  are  parks,  recreation  sites, 
and   sanitary   land    fills.

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GLOSSARY  OF  PUBLIC  LAND  TERMS 


Acquired  Lands:  Lands  in  Federal  ownership  which  have  been  obtained  by  the 
Government  through  purchase,  condemnation  or  gift,  or  by  exchange  for 
purchase,  condemned  or  donated  lands,  or  for  timber  on  such  lands. 


Allowable  Cut:   The  volume  of  timber  that  may  be  harvested  annually  from  a 
well-managed  and  regulated  forest  property. 


Animal  Unit:   A  standardized  unit  of  measurement  for  range  livestock  which  is 
equivalent  to  one  cow  or  one  horse  or  five  goats,  all  over  6  months  of  age. 


Animal  Unit  Month  or  AUM:   A  standardized  unit  of  measurement  of  the  amount  of 


forage  necessary  for  the  complete  sustenance  of  one  animal  unit  for  a  period 
ofone  month;  also  a  unit  of  measurement  of  grazing  one  animal  unit  for  a 
period  of  one  month. 


Cadastral  Survey:  A  survey  relating  to  land  boundaries  and  subdivisions  made 
to  create  units  suitable  for  management  or  to  define  the  limits  of  title.  The 
distinguishing  features  of  the  cadastral  surveys  are  the  establishment  of 
monuments  on  the  ground  to  define  the  boundaries  of  the  lands,  and  their 
identification  in  the  records  by  field  notes  and  plats. 


Commercial  Forest  Land:   Lands  growing  stands  of  forest  trees  which  possess 
present  or  potential  marketable  value. 


Competitive  Lease:  A  lease  Issued  by  the  United  States  where  there  are  known 
minerals,  or  inference  of  probable  mineralization  can  be  drawn  from  knowledge 
of  the  geology  of  the  land.  The  lands  are  offered  for  lease  by  competitive 
bidding  after  publication  of  the  offer  of  the  lands  for  leasing.  The  lease 
issues  to  the  highest  bidder,  who  is  determined  at  a  sale  by  public  auction. 


Entry:   An  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands. 


Exchange:    A  transaction  whereby  the  Federal  Government  receives  land  in 
exchange  for  other  land  and/or  timber. 


Grazing  District:    An  administrative  subdivision  of  the  rangelands  under 
jurisdiction  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  established  by  the  Taylor 


Grazing  Act. 


Grazing  Lease:  An  authorization  which  permits  the  grazing  of  livestock  on 
public  lands  within  the  grazing  districts  during  a  specified  period  of  time 
(Section  3   of   the  Taylor  Grazing  Act). 

Isolated  Tracts:  A  parcel  of  vacant  public  lands,  not  exceeding  1,520  acres, 
which   is   surrounded   by  private   lands. 
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Lease:   A  contract  by  which  Interests  are  created  or  transferred  to  another 
for  a  specific  period  in  consideration  of  rent  or  some  other  compensation. 


Location:  The  perfecting  of  a  right  to  possession  of  a  mining  claim  for 
mining  purposes.  This  includes  the  staking  of  the  claim,  sinking  a  discovery 
shaft,  discovery  of  a  valuable  mineral,  posting  a  notice  of  location,  and 
recording  the  claim. 


MBF  or  M  Bd.  Ft.:  Thousand  board  feet.  The  board  foot  is  a  unit  of  lumber 
measurement  1  foot  long,  1  foot  wide,  and  1  inch  thick,  or  its  equivalent.  It 
is  the  standard  unit  of  measurement  in  the  logging  and  lumber  industry  by 
which  standing  timber  is  measured  and  sold,  and  manufactured  lumber  is 
merchandized. 


Mineral  Classification:   The  classification  of  lands  as  mineral  lands  which 
are  lands  known  to  contain  valuable  minerals. 


Non-Competitive  Leasing:  Leases  are  issued  to  qualified  applicants  for  lands 
not  specifically  known  or  presumed  to  contain  minerla  or  petroleum  deposits  in 
quantity. 


Original  Survey:    A  cadastral  survey  which  creates  land  boundaries  and 
establishes  them  for  the  first  time. 


Patent:    A  Government  deed.  A  document  that  conveys  Land  boundaries  and 
establishes  them  for  the  first  time. 


Producing  Capacity:   The  amount  of  wood  fiber  which  forest  land  is  capable  of 
growing. 


Public  Lands  or  National  Resource  Lands:  Original  public  domain  lands  which 
have  never  left  Federal  ownership;  also  lands  in  Federal  ownership  which  were 
obtained  by  the  Government  in  exchange  for  public  lands  or  for  timber  on 
public  lands. 


Recreation  Site:  A  tract  of  public  land,  generally  less  than  500  acres,  on 
which  concentrated  recreation  use  is  the  primary  value.  A  recreation  site  may 
be  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  or  by  BLM  and  another  agency; 
or  it  may  be  suitable  for  lease  or  sale  to  State  or  local  governments  or  non- 
profit organizations. 


Recreation  Visit:  A  visit  to  lands  and  waters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  any  activities  except 
those  which  are  part  of  or  incidental  to  the  pursuit  of  a  gainful  occupation, 
whether  for  a  few  minutes  or  for  a  full  24-hour  day. 

Rental:  The  amount  paid  periodically  (usually  annually)  by  the  holder  of  a 
lease  in  payment  for  the  right  to  use  the  land  or  resources. 
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Reservation:  A  withdrawal,  usually  of  permanent  nature;  also,  any  Federal 
lands  which  have  been  dedicated  to  a  specific  public  purpose. 

Reserved  Land:  Federal  lands  which  are  dedicated  or  set  aside  for  a  specific 
public  purpose  or  program,  and  which  are,  therefore,  generally  not  subject  to 
the  operation  of  all  the  public  land  laws. 

Sale:   Outright  transfer  of  title  from  the  Federal  government  for  a  fee. 


Special  Land  Use  Permit  (SLUP):   A  permit  which  authorizes  specific  uses  of 
public  lands  for  purposes  not  specifically  provided  by  law. 


Standing  Volume:   The  volume  of  timber  in  the  standing  trees. 


Sustained  Yield:  Management  of  the  forest  to  assure  continuous  production 
with  the  aim  of  achieving,  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  an  approximate 
balance  between  growth  and  harvest,  either  by  annual  or  somewhat  longer 
periods. 


Trespass:  An  unauthorized  use  of  public  land  and/or  resources.  Trespass 
collections  are  the  damages  recovered  by  BLM  to  offset  the  loss.  Additionally, 
criminal  charges  may  be  filed  in  some  cases. 


Vacant  Public  Land:   Public  land  or  public  domain  land  which  is  not  reserved, 
appropriated,  or  set  aside  for  a  specific  or  designated  purpose. 


Withdrawal:   An  action  which  restricts  the  disposition  of  public  lands  and 
which  holds  them  for  specific  public  purposes. 


Woodland:  Forest  lands  usually  supporting  widely  scattered  trees  of  marginal 
salability,  and  generally  more  valuable  for  watershed  or  wildlife  protection 
pruposes  than  for  the  production  of  timber  for  commercial  purposes.
